AND SHOT HERSELF 


FOR LOVE OF HUSBAND 
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Conference With Her Hus- 


band and His Attorney Mrs. John O’Day 
Stepped Into an Adjoining Room and 
Fired a Bullet Into Her Left Lung, 
From the Effects of Which She 
May Not Recover. 


Mrs. Alice O’Day, wife of Mr. John O’Day by Attorney E. W. Banister, who has an 


of Springfield, Mo., who attempted suicide | 


at the Lindell Hotel Monday afternoon, is, 
according to the ceport of Dr. George F. 
Hulbert, holding hePown, but is in a pre- 
carious condition. 

Dr. Hulbert’s idea of the professional 
code of ethics will not permit him to dis- 
cuss the case, and he has Mrs. O'’Day’s 
room under guard of a policeman, saying 
even her husband cannot see her. 

It develops that Mrs. O’Day shot herself 
in the left breast, during a conference with 
her husband and Attorney E. W. Banister 
over the settlement of certain property up- 
on her. It is stated that this settlement 
was being made as a preliminary to a sep- 
aration between Mr. and Mrs. O'Day. 


Efforts Made to 
Suppress Facts. 

O'Day, immediately after the shooting, 
left his wife’s bedside and hurried to the 
Carr Street Station. He asked for Capt. 
Kiely, who was out. 

He then said he desired to request that 
the shooting be kept from the newspapers. 
He received no satisfaction, and hurried 
to the Four Courts, where he made the 
Same request of the police authorities at 
headquarters. At the hotel Dr. Hulbert, 
the house physician, took charge of the 
room in which the wounded woman lay 
and declined to allow anyone to see her. 
A nurse was summoned,and Tuesday morn- 
ing a big policeman guarded the door, bar- 
ring ingress by any one save the doctor 
ana the nurse. 

The hotel eco explicitly followed or- 
ders not to discuss the case with anyone, 
and Dr. Hulbert declined even to state the 
nature of the wound. It is known only 
that the bullet plowed through Mrs. 
O’Day's left lung, narrowly missing the 
heart. The upper part of her body has 
been encased in a pilaster of paris cast. 
Dr. Ludwig Brewer, under whose treat- 
ment for nervousness Mrs. O’Day had been 
for some time, assisted Dr. Hulbert in 
dressing the wound. 


Jealously in Love 
With Her Husband. 

The attempt at suicide brings to the sur- 
face facts in the life of the O’Days which 
have heretofore only been whispered among 
those who knew them well. 

It is said that Mrs. O'Day was jealously 
in love with her husband, and that the 
prospect of a separation from him drove 
her to seek death. 

She preferred death to life without him, 


even though he was preparing to settle up- | 
| licity, and he hurried to the police to re- 


on her a fortune. 

Mrs. O'Day was deliberate in her attempt 
to end her Hfe. She betrayed, by no word 
or act, her intention. She simply left the 
room, where she had been in conference 
with her husband and Attorney Banister, 
stepped Into the bathroom, locked the 
door and shot herself. She did not fall to 
the floor, but when Attorney Banister ex- 
citedly threw his weight against the door 
in an attempt to break it in she called to 
him to desist, and, unlocking the door, 
stepped back into the room, the smoking 
revoiver in her hand and the trickling 
stream of red on the bosom of her white 
shirt-waist alone giving evidence of her 
attempt at self-destruction. 

Her strength forsook her in a moment, 
however, and, with a moan, she sank to the 
floor before the astounded husband and 
attorney could catch her. 

Said She Was 
Tired of Life. 

After her wound had been dressed by 
Dr. Hulbert she made a statement to Of- 
ficer King, who had been summoned, in 
which she said she had shot herself be- 
cause she was tired of life. She subse- 
quently made the same statement to Capt. 
Kiely of the Fourth District, who went to 
the room to make a persona! investigation, 
he having been informed that there was 
some doubt about Mrs. O'Day having 
shot herself. He was told that there was 
reason to believe that she might have been 
shot by another. She told the captain she 
nee shot herself because she was “‘tired of

They were together until 2:15 o’clock in 
the afternoon. It is admitted by all parties 
that they were discussing the terms of the 
transfer of the property from O'Day to his 
wife. 

Mr. Banister Tells 
How It Happened. 

Attorney Banister says Mrs. O'Day had 
acted rationally and had not shown any in- 
dication of a condition of mind which 
might lead to suicide. At the hour named 
she left them and stepped into the bath- 
room, Her action was not noticed. She 
locked the door. A few moments later the 
two men heard the muffled report of a re- 


volver. It came from the bathroom. 

Both men sprang to their feet and rushed 
to the door. They found it locked. Mr. 
O'Day’s physical condition and his excite- 
ment incapacitated him; but Attorney Ban- 
ister threw his weight against the door in 
a vain attempt to force it open. 

As he was preparing to spring against 
the door a second time Mrs. O'Day’s voice 
commanded him to stop, and the next mo- 
ment she opened the door and confronted 
them. 

As she did so she dropped a revolver. 
From her bosem flowed a thin stream of 
red, dying her shirt waist. She tottered and 
Sank nearly to the floor. Mr. Banister 
caught her and assisted her to the bed. 

He rang for a bellboy, whom he ordered 
~ 60 for a physician. Dr. Hulbert, the 
10use physician, responded, and later Dr. 
Ludwig Bremer was called. 

These are the circumstances as related by 
Mr. O'Day and Attorney Banister. Mrs. 
O'Day has made no statement of the cir- 
cumstances. She was too weak to make 
much of a statement, had she been disposed 
to talk, and her unwillingness was apparent 
$0 Seen the police officials who questioned 

Officer King, whose beat is about the 
Lindell Hotel, was called and arrived while 
the doctors were dressing the wound. 

To him Mrs. O’Day made a short state- 
ment, detailed elsewhere, in which she did 
not disclose the motive for the attempt. 
Later Capt. Kiely tried to get a statement 
from her, but she said nothing to him ex- 
cept that she wanted to die. His purpose 
merely was to get a positive statement from 
her that she had shot herself, in order to 
pes at rest the rumors that another had shot 
ier, 

Both Mr. O’Day and Mr. Banister were 
much excited by the occurrence, and the 
former was in no condition to talk. His 
chief idea seemed to be to prevent pub-

Mr. O'Day, after leaving the Four Courts, 
disappeared, and Mr. Banister, though he 
admitted he knew where he was, declined 
to make the information public.

Tuesday morning Mr. O'Day appeared at 
the Lindell to inquire about his wife's con- 
dition, And submitted to a brief interview 
by the Post-Dispatch. 

The efforts of all parties to suppress the 
affair had the effect of starting all manner 
of stories about the cause for the attempt, 
and the story that Mrs. O'Day had been 
shot by someone else. : 

Mr. O'Day wired for his son to come 
from Springfield. He arrived Tuesday morn- 
ing, but the Injunction to secrecy had 
been placed upon him. and when asked to 
make a statement he denied that he was

In fact, he would 
prefer to have the fact that Glover has been 
located kept quiet for a month or so.

With this combination he was able to settle 
with the minion of the law.

But meantime positive information had 
reached this city that Glover was in Colo- 
rado. This came to Policeman Barada’s 
ears, and he determined to locate him, if 
within the reach of human effort. 

According to the story told by his friends, 
Barada inaugurated an elaborate plan of 
campaign. He wrote to every sheriff, 
every postmaster and every town marshal 
in Colorado, giving a description of the ex- 
congressman and asking that he be noti- 
fied in case he was located in the vicinity 
where any of them resided. 

His quest was not in vain. 
a number of answers, but three of them 
tended to establish the fact conclusively 
that he was living near Clyde, Teller Coun- 
ty. Colo. 

These letters, which are given in full be- 
low, make a number of interesting refer- 
ences to the former St. Louisan: 

CRIPPLE CREEK, Colo., July 28. 

My Dear Sir: Yours of the 15th directed to 
the Town Marshal Teller County, 
Colo., is before me. In answer thereto will 
gay that a man who claims to be John M. 
Glover, from St. Louis, is now in this county.

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STUDY OF THE ASSASSIN 


PATERSON, N. J., July 31.—This is the 
life of Gaetaeno Bressi, thoughtful, quiet, 
moody, almost morose, since he came to this 
country from Italy five years ago. 

Bressi was admitted to the circle of the 
‘‘Group for Existence,’’ and there he has 
been known to speak. It was seldom out- 
side of these meetings that the man ever 
opened his mouth or made a suggestion. He 
obtained employment in a silk mill and 
proved himself an expert weaver. His 
wages were increased from time to time 
and he saved his money. 

One of Bressi’s closest friends was Jo- 
seph Puglia, who is known as the King 
of the Italians of Paterson... Pugliag be- 
sides being a contractor, is a banker and 
it is his advice that Bressi sought on all 
matiers of business. It was in Puglia’s 
bank that Bressi kept his money and the 
two men often spent the evening together. 
Even Puglia declares now that Bressi never 
confided in him his deadly hatred for King 
Humbert, and he was as much surprised 
as any one yesterday when the truth was 
told him. For the past year Bressi has 
been living in Paterson, allowing his wife 
and child to stay in West Hoboken. He 
went to them on Sundays when anarchists 
meetings were not too pressing 

In January last Count Andrae Malatesta 
came to Paterson. From the day of his ar- 
rival until he left Bressi and the count 
were together. The two men went about 
the streets talking anarchy and denounc- 
ing monarchs. No one heard them say 
anything about King Humbert, but now 
that Humbert has been siain it is ac- 
knowledged by the most secretive anar- 
chists that Malatesta’s visit was in con- 
nection with the death of the king. While 
Malatesta was in Paterson Bressi for the 
first time since he had been in America be- 
gan drinking and he often talked under the 
influence of liquor.

Thepolice of Milan searched the house of 
a man named Ranella, and, it is reported, 
found important papers, showing that 
Bressi had relations with persons in the 
United States, and that communications 
had passed between him and them in con- 
necetion with the crime.

‘‘I have often seen Bressi,’’ Father Fla- 
vols eaid to a reporter, ‘‘but he would nev- 
er let me know him very well. He first at- 
tracted by attention when he came to town, 
because he wae so quiet and apparently had 
something on his mind. He was a good 
man morally so far as I know, but he had 
something troubling him, I am certain. 
He avoided meeting peop'e, and he seemed 
to come to church because he could think 
and be quiet.

‘‘He was the quietest and most inoffen-

He left our employ on May 7 last 
and after that never came back to the 
factory. I seaw him on the street two 
weeks later and tried to speak to him, but 
he avoided me and I let him go. My pur- 
pobe was to offer him work if he had 
changed his mind about going out of town.”’

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Humbert’s death is a mortal blow, appar- 
ently, to the triple alliance. He was the 
single mainstay of the Crispi-Bismarck 
policy. Crispi climbed to power by adopt- 
ing Humbert’s ideas, which were rooted in 
a passionate desire to recover Savoy, the 
cradle of his race, and the burying ground 
of his ancestors. 

He was liberal from a sense of honor, 
but traditional in his feelings. His mind 
little differed from that of the ancestral 
Humberts, the counts of Savoy. It was 
the mind of a feudal baron—narrow, di- 
rect, earnest, and even touched with fanati- 
cism, but honorable. 

He was brought up with military severity, 
along with his brother Amadeo, by Gen. 
Rossi, under whom he was placed at the 
age of 6. The two princes lived in the 
vast, dismal palace of Moncalieri, a Pied- 
montese L[Escorial. They rose at 4 each 
morning, attended mass, underwent caval- 
ry and infantry drill. They were broken 
into habits of absolute obedience and were 
allowed no delicate food.

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HAWAII] NOT A PART OF US. 


The United States General Appraisers at New York have 
decided that merchandise imported from the Hawaiian Is- 
lands must bear the duties appointed in the Dingley law. 
ln other words, the territory of Hawaii is not a part of the 
United States. 

The Board of Appraisers have probably acted wisely. The 
sooner the question of status is settled the better it will be 
economically and politically. 

If it is true as a matter of law that Hawaii is not a part 
of the United States then.it follows that New Mexico and 
Arizona are in no more dignified condition. They are de- 
pendencies and constitutional guarantees cannot be invoked 
in their behalf. 

The political consequences of such a doctrine are too far- 
reaching to be thought of without grave misgiving. If Amer- 
ican liberty and the privileges and guarantees of the Amer- 
ican constitution do not accompany the American flag we 
shall have to revise our ideas of the boasted mission of the 
United States. 
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Continual explosions of dynamite on the lines of the St. 
Louis Transit Co. show that the spirit of lawlessness is alive 
in St. Louis. Men who resort to dynamite as a means of 
aiding a strike are not friends of labor. They are enemies 
of society and civilization. Real friends of labor repudiate 
and condemn them. There can be no compromise with crime. 
Life and property must be protected. The authorities must 
proceed vigorously to capture and punish dynamiters. The, 
enforcement of law is the first consideration. 
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STOP SWEARING. 

A vigorous crusade against profanity has been instituted in 
Washington, D. C. 

In the interest of morality and good taste let us wish a 
prosperous career to the movement. “Cuss words” are con- 
venient to those whose vocabulary is meager and whose 
stock of ideas is depleted. But the man of mature mind and 
dignity of character does pot need profanity to help him 
over a crisis. 

Aside from the question of morals, profanity is to be con- 
demned as vulgar. Purity of thought is reflected in purity of 
speech. No man who has as much respect for himself as he 
ought to have will disparage himself by using language which 
does not express the best that is in him. 

“Let your communications be yea, yea, nay, nay.” More 
than this is of evil origin. This is the same as to say: Say 
what you mean, neither more nor less. If your meaning is 
pure and manly your words will correspond.

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MEXICO IN THE FIELD. 


To the Republic of Mexico belongs the honor of being the 
first of the nations to take official action looking to partici- 
pation in the World's Fair in 1903. 

As reported in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, the Mexican 
Congress has authorized President Diaz to appoint a com- 
mission to consider the size and cost of the exhibit of that 
country. 

This early action is appreciated. It is to be understood as 
indicating a desire on the part of our sister republic to co- 
operate heartily in the great work. 

The first effect will be to stimulate other Spanish-American 
countries to take early action and provide for adequate rep- 
resentation. 

But most important is the influence it may be expected to 
exert upon the movement in St. Louis. Official action by a 
foreign government elevates the World's Fair from the grade 
of a project to that of a reality. St. Loulisans ought to realize 
that, to make the Fair a success, the actual work must be- 
gin immediately. Delay is unprofitable. Much can be ac- 
complished now. The sooner work begins the longer the Fair 
with all its benefits to St. Louis will last. 
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With a private fortune of $20,000,000, an income of $1,000,000 
yearly, and life insurance policies aggregating $7,000,000, the 
murdered King of Italy was a very substantia] person, from 
@ worldly point of view. The size of his insurance policies in- 
dicate that he was alive to the danger of assassination, which 
is always to be apprehended by royalty. 
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NO DOCTORS; NO SICKNESS. 


Morton County, Kan., has neither sickness nor any use for 
doctors within its borders. With a population of over 400, 
there has not been a case of sickness for 12 months, and the 
county authorities now warn doctors to keep away. 

This seems to be a case for scientific investigation. Either 
the 400 people of Morton County have been living in the Eden- 
ic state of obedience to the laws of hygiene, which many books 
and pamphiets have described and advocated. Or there ‘s 
something about the soil, vegetation and natural endowments 
of the county that marvellously preserves human beings 
from sickness. It would be well to Inquire whether or not oth. 
er animal life has been as healthy as the human inhabitants 
of this county, and in general what is the secret of the un- 
usual | ty of a whole county. Perhaps the absence of 
doctors la the true explanation. 

Not the least important part of the investigation should 
be.as to whether the majority of Morton County folks drink 
and smoke, and to what extent. It will probably be found 
that they are yulte “addieted.” Still, it might turn out the

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A SIMPLE QUESTION. 


The letters to Mr. John J. McCann, published in the Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch, go to show that public opinion is at last 
actively aroused. 

That a man who for 50 years has led an exemplary life and 
discharged ali his public and private duties is behind prison 
bars is sufficiently noteworthy. 

But when a man who has done more than his ordinary 
duties, when he has actively exerted himself in the public 
interest and actually put the community under obligations 
to him—when such a man is treated like a common malefac- 
tor, it is time for people to ask what the matter is. 

Mr. McCann procured an increase in the revenue of the 
state and city of $237,622 through the taxation of franchises. 
His only fault is that he did not make it $1,000,000, but his 
incarceration in the workhouse will probably do that. He 
never did more effective work for the taxation of franchises 
than he is doing now. 

It is a very simple question. Shall we tax a man for earn- 
ing an honest living and let the unearned privileges of cor- 
porations go practically free of taxation? Or shall we tax 
privilege and let right go free? 

But whatever the meaning and motive of Mr. McCann's act 
in refusing to pay his license, it should be borne in mind 
that his punishment is proper. He is suffering for the viola- 
tion of a law in the statute books and affirmed by the courts, 
It is a part of good citizenship to observe law and bow to 
the mandates of the courts. Mr. McCann directs attention to 
an injustice in taxation, but the way to reform taxation is 
not by violating the law, but amending it through the Legis- 
lature. 
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The cartoonists are doing more and better comical work 
this year than they have done in any other presidential cam- 
paign.

Presbyterian Board 92f 
Foreign Missions and a Chinese missionary of long experi- 
ence tells some bitter truths about the Boxer uprising. 

The trouble is caused by the land grabbing proclivities of 
the Christian nations, according to Mr. Marshall. 

“Who are the Boxers?” he asks. “They are simply the pa- 
triots of China. They are the same kind of patriots that 
grand old Andrew Jackson was—that the American hosts 
who followed Jackson to repel foreign invasion proved them- 
selves to be.” 

Why not confess it? The Chinese have the same right to 
protect and preserve their fatherland as we have to preserve 
ours. That is the real question and no American who has 
meditated over the history of his country is likely to take any 
other view.

FREDE. KNOCKED OUT 


—— 


BROWNLOW SEXTON WON WEz- 
TERWEIGHT CHAMPIONSHIP. 


M’FADDEN DEFEATED O'BRIEN. 


Their Fight in New York Lasted Only 
Twelve Rounds—The Latter Was 
Badly Beaten. 


Brownlow Sexton, the yellow-skinned pu- 
gilist, won the welterweight championship 
of Missouri Monday night by knocking out 
Joe Frede, the well-known North St. Louis 
boxer, before the St. Louis Athletic Club, 
whose club headquarters are at the Four- 
teenth Street Theater. 

The blow that put the stocky-bulilt white 
boy to sleep came in the 10th round, and was 
of the swinging kind, landing clean on the 
jaw. Up to the time Frede received the 
punch that gave him his quietus he had all 
the best of the fight, and if his seconds had 
displayed better judgment, and had not al- 
lowed him to force the fighting, but let him 
play a waiting game, he would have been 
given the decision at the end of the limited 


12 rounds. 
Frede was seconded by Bob Douglass and 
Sexton was handled by Rufus Sharpe, both 


of whom had a corps of assistants, who 
worked valiantly with their men after each 
round. Both of the principals appeared to 
be in the pink of condition when they en- 
tered the ring, and neither seemed to have 
an appreciable advantage. Sexton's weight 
was announced at 143 pounds and F'rede 
weighed in at 140. 

There was a slight delay over the selec- 
tion of a referee. A dozen men present were 
suggested, but the principals objcted to 
them all. Finally Jack Williams volun- 
teered to take the position and as he was 
acceptable to both fighters the mill pro- 
ceeded. 


Both men were at it from the sound of 
the gong and displayed a willingness to 
‘‘mix it up."’ Frede was the aggressor and 
forced the fighting, while Sexton fought 
nicely on the defensive. Despite the colored 
man's clever blocking, Frede broke through 
his guard at will and landedrepeatedly with 
both hands on the stomach and face. The 
stiff jabs soon began to tell on Sexton and 
before the third round had been completed 
he looked to be on Queer street. The gong 
saved him, however, and he came up in 
the next round in better shape. The same 
sort of treatment by Frede again made him 
unsteady, but try as he would the white 
man could not put his colored antagontst 
to sleep. His blows seemed to lack steam 
and, though Joe landed with lightning 
rapidity on every part of Sexton’s anat- 
omy, he could not put him out. 

The men at this stage appeared to be tired, 


told on them. The fighting from the fifth 
to the 10th round was slow as compared 
to keep the good-sized crowd present in an 
enthusiastic mood. The wily Sexton coh- 
tinued to fight on the defensive, letting his 
opponent do all the rushing, and though he 
appeared to be just as much exhausted as 
I'rede, it transpired later that he was only 
shamming. Time and again Sexton let go 
with a terrific lunge, but clever dodging 
always kept Frede out of harm's way. 

In the eighth round it looked as if Frede 
would win, as he was hitting Sexton at will, 
and had the lanky fellow hanging almost 
lifeless on the ropes on several occasions. 
It was the same in the ninth, but Frede's 
blows were weak, and did not even jar Sex- 
ton. Brownlow closed strong in this round, 
and gave Frede some hard smashes as the 
gong sounded. Frede started the 10th in 
the same aggressive style, but Sexton con- 
tented himself with “laying low’”’ and await- 
ing his opportunity, ard when it came he 
landed a swinging right-hand blow on 
Irede’s chin, stretching him out on the floor 
of the ring. The white boy took the full 
count, then gamely jumping to his feet tried 
to ward oif the terrible smashes of the col- 
ored man. He was all out, however, and 
rell against the ropes unable to continue 
farther. Referee Williams pushed Sexton 
back, and Frede’s seconds jumped into the 
ring and threw up the sponge. 


Frede put up a game fight and with better 
judgment would have won. He seemed to 
be overconfident after he had his man going 
and was careless in leaving dangerous 
openings. ‘The wily colored man took ad- 
vantage of this fact, and it was through one 
of these openings that he swung the knock- 
out blow 

There were three preliminary bouts 
brought off before the big fight. all of the 
principals being negroes. ‘‘Young Wal- 
cott’’ and “Dummy” Crow, two diminutive 
bantams, fought a three-round draw, Jack 
Center gained the decision from ‘Kid’ 
Yates in three rounds, and ‘“‘Young”’ Sharpe, 
a brother of ‘‘Rufe,’’ easily outpointed Jim 
Smith in an exhibition three-round bout. 


George McFadden of New York defeated 
Jack O’Brien of Halifax, N. 8., before the 
Twentieth Century Athletic Club, at Mad- 
ison Square Garden, Monday night. The 
two were scheduled to go 25 rounds, but the 
bout only lasted 12. 

O'Brien was severely beaten, but up to 
the twelfth round seemed to be holding his 
own. When. the gong sounded for this 
round he was unable to continue, and in- 
stead of trying to go further he extended 
his gloved hand to McFadden, giving him 
the fight. 

McFadden was the best of the two men 
and had things his own way throughout the 
fight. He was quicker than his opponent 
apd landed some terrific blows. 

When O’Brien returned to his dressing 
room he was examined by a physician, who 
stated that his seventh and eighth ribs on 
the left side were broken.

PAT TEBEAU MAY GO. 


IT IS RUMORED IN NEW YORK 
M’GRAW WILL SUCCEED HIM. 


“| DO NOT WANT THE PLACE.” 


So Said McGraw When Asked If He 
Would Assume the Management 
of the Club. 


@pecial to the Post-Dispatch. » 

NEW YORK, July 31.—It is rumored in 
this city that Oliver Tebeau is soon to 
be removed from the management of the 
St. Louis team and that Capt. McGraw is 
to succeed him. President Frank De Hass 
Robison is greatly disappointed over the 
showing of the Cardinals and has been 
making an investigation into the causes 
of the team’s poor work. It is said that 
Tebeau has been too lienient with his 
players, that some of them have been 
dissipating and that there is a faction 
that is anxious to have McGraw at the 
helm. 

While the St. Louis team was here last 
week, it was apparent that the men were 
dissatisfied, and that they were not play- 
ing the game they are capable of. Mc- 
Graw was asked if he would assume the 
management if Tebeau should be removed 
and his reply was: ‘I do not want the 
place and am not looking for it.”’ 


The foregoing special to the oPst-Dis- 
patch is a sample of the kind that are 
daily received from the East. They are 
full of rumors, but none of them as yet 
have stated specifically and with authority 
that Manager Tebeau is to be replaced Dy 
McGraw. 

There is no doubt that President Robison 
is dissatisfied with poor work of the team. 
He couldn’t help but be, but whether he 
will turn down his old friend and manager 
is another matter. Tebeau has done good 
service for the Robisons and they, appre- 
ciating that fact, will hardly turn im 
down. Again, Tebeau is said to be a ~~ 
stockholder in the club, and if such is the 
case it will be only with his consent that 
McGraw will take up the managerial reins, 
McGraw has said time and again that he 
and Tebeau were on the best of terms, and 
that he did not want to replace him as 
manager, and would not take the position 
if offered to him. 

One thing is certain, the team is not 
laying up to its true standard, whether it 
Se through lack of discipline, poor manage- 
ment, inability to win or do better is an 
open question, and one that no one but 
Manager Tebeau and Capt. McGraw can 
answer. 


“Wilbert Robinson of the St. Louis club 
gave one of the best exhibitions of catch- 
ing seen in Boston this season,’’ says Tim 
Murnane in the Boston Globe. ‘‘Robby is 
one of the real old-timers that are not show- 
ing their age. With the exception of a 
tender wing, this great player is evidently 
as good today as he was 10 years ago. 


was catching for the independent team of 
Hudson, Mass., his old home. This was 
the same season that Clements came out 
with Tom Pratt’s Philadelphia Unions, so 
that Clements and Robinson came into the 
business about the same time, 16 years ago. 
Both were natural-born catchers, gloves or 
no gloves, and both are remarkably well 
preserved, for Clements is in just as good 
shape today as he has been for a number 
of years, although he is not getting enough 
work with the Boston club. 

‘Robinson's worth was discovered by 
Philadelphians in 1886. Billy Sharsig picked 
him up in Haverhill, where Frank Selee 
was managing the team, and the American 
Association was delighted with the new 
catcher from Massachusetts, while Clem- 
ents was the talk of the League. For sev- 
eral years the games in Philadelphia be- 
tween the local league and the association 
teams were grand good attractions and 
made big money for the clubs. Clements 
and Robinson caught nearly all of the 
games, as they were not only good back- 
oe but they could hit the ball tn clever 
stvle. 

“Both men were inclined to grow stout 
with age, and had to work like sailors to 
get into shape vear after year. I think 
Robinson has shown unusual pluck {fn the 
way he has hustled to keep in condition. and 
his constant desire to see his team doing 
well. His catching today is graceful, giving 
the pitchers a good big mark to alm at. 
knowing that their man will be there. You 
will see the pitchers working with Robinson 
using more curves and drops than pitchers 
do with other backstops. 

“Hanlon has another oldtimer in Jim Mc- 
Guire, who was only a fair catcher until 
after the players’ league brought him to 
the front at Cleveland. This man _ has 
actually grown better with age, and is to- 
day one of the most valuable men catching 
ball in the big league. Morgan Murphy of 
the Phillies and Schriver af the Pittsburg 
club are about all the catchers left in the 
big league that were known before the 
Brotherhood break.: Murphy has not caught 
a game in the last two seasons, but is al- 
ways in condition to jump in. This young 
man came to the front in 1886, about one 
year ahead of Farrell, and was in his day 
considered the equal of anv man that ever 
donned a mask. I heard John Clarkson say 
one day, after witnessing Murphy backstop 
for wild Willie Daily, that Murphy was cer- 
tainly a wonder. Murphy was one of the 
‘vc outsiders signed by the _ players’ 
eague. 

“Charley Zimmer is not the oldtimer many 
people take him to be as far as service in 
the league is concerned. Charley came in 
on the players’ league -wave with Long, 
Nichols, Lowe, Young and several others. 
and has held his end up even to the pres- 
ent time. Great catchers are not growing 
on every bush, and the oldtimers who have 
taken care of their health are valuable for 
the experience they have gone through. 
The pitchers find much easier work when 
pitching to the heady old fellows, unless 
here and there a great youngster.”’

Gottlieb Rupp, the boy's father, de- 
cined to give any information regarding 
the death. He said there was no acci- 
dent and that Frederick died of blood- 
poisoning. Albrecht Rupp, his uncle, said 
the boy was dead and that was all there

“J do not know what the accident was 
that young Rupp met with,” said Dr. Lud- 
wig to the Post-Dispatch. ‘‘He came to 
my office on the 17th of July and he was 
in a serious condition.

The wide and bloody chasm from oppo- 
site sides of which the members of the 
families of Brady and Butler of local note 
in politics have for years been calling each | 
other names, has been closed. 

They are working together in this cam- 
paign, though whether the peace is merely 
an armistice, or whether it is permanent, , 
is not stipulated.

Now, however, with Jim Butler a candi- 
date for Congress, his faction feels the need 
of the help of the Bradys, especially in the 
Fourth, Fifteenth and Twenty-third wards, | 
which are in the Twelfth district, and 
which the Bradys control. | 

So peace was patched up, while Mr. | 
Hawes was catching fish in the North, and 
when he returns he will find the Bradys, 
have been resurrected by his former allies, 
the Butlers, and are doing business at the | 
old stand. 

The first conclusive evidence of the com- 
plete domination of the city committee by! 
the new combination was the resolution 
adopted recently to meet at some place oth- | 
er than the Jefferson Club. The committee 
was moved out to the Jefferson Club when 
the Hawes-Butler combination was formed, | 
and it was at the meetings held there that 
the epee destruction of the Bradys was 
accomplished. When the latter fixed things 
up with the Butlers, the associations about 
the Jefferson Club were naturally not pleas- | 
ant to remember, so they got the Butlers to; 
agree to meet somewhere else.

LONDON, July 31.—The surrender of the 
entire force under Gen. Prinslow, was 
brought about after an exchange of letters. 
Gen. Clements, MacDonald and Rundle co- 
operated in this arduous and brilliant cam- 
paign, but Gen. Hunter receives the credit 
for the capture of this large force, and will 
be one of the heroes of the war. Command- 
ants, Prinslow, Rondfourte and Colbie are 
among the Boer leaders in the Orange River 
colony, Who have surrendered.
